Because we will soon be focusing on the 
gospels of Matthew during this liturgical year, 
the OLBH Parish Library has purchased 
several new books to help you study this 
apostle's messages. Look for these organized 
by the number 226.2. 

• The series of Collegeville Bible commentaries, written by Biblical 
scholars, are good introductions because they are very readable and 
provide brief insights to begin a study. Father Daniel Harrington 
clarifies the concepts of the tension between tradition and newness in 
Matthew and provides information about authorship and the 
historical setting. Look for this paperback by the title The Gospel 
According to Matthew. Dr. Barbara Reid has written a volume in an 
updated version of this series and includes citations from the 
Catechism of the Catholic Church. 

• The Ignatius Catholic Study Bible is also helpful. Authors Scott Hahn 
and Curtis Mitch are very experienced teachers. Study questions and 
notes have been added. 

Other books in our library focus on more narrowed aspects of the writings 
of Matthew: 

• Father Brendan Byrne has tremendous insights which he shares in 
Lifting the Burden: Reading Matthew's Gospel in the Church Today. He 
begins with this thought: "In Matthew I discovered a gospel that 
teaches us to look at humanity through the eyes of Jesus and see it as 
afflicted and weighed down with all manner of burdens. Far from 
adding to humanity's burdens, Jesus comes to bear and lift them up." 

• Who Is Jesus Christ? Unlocking the Mystery in the Gospel of Matthew by 
Eric Sammons looks at different ways to understand Christ through 
thinking of the concept of "roles". These include teacher, prophet, 
physician, shepherd, king and emmanuel. Father Benedict Groeschel 
recommends the book and writes that reading it is like taking a course 
from a well informed, highly intelligent teacher. 

• Megan McKenna was a recent speaker in our diocese and has 
developed insights in Matthew: The Book of Mercy. She emphasizes the 
concepts of the authority of Jesus, forgiveness, reconciliation, and Jesus' 
parables.

New Translation of the Mass Prayers Coming 

Merry Christinas and Happy New Year! The celebration of the birth of Jesus 
reminds us of the dramatic transformation that lus coming 2010 years ago brought to 
the world. Then, no less than now, Jesus’ coming announced hope and peace to a 
world filled with struggle, tension and brokenness. That message of hope and peace 
still resounds throughout the world calling us to be renewed and to believe that the 
goodness and love of God will triumph over the bitterness and hate that can so easily 
capture our hearts and rrunds. 

The renewal that Christmas announces takes many shapes and forms. One of 
tile ways that we are invited to be renewed in the coming New Year is through a 
deeper understanding ofthe celebration of Mass. In August of 2010. Rome approved

a new translation of the Roman Missal which 
contains all the prayers we pray at Mass. In Advent 
of next year. (November 27,2011) w r e will begin 
using this new translation. In tlus coming year, 
from January to November, we will prepare for 
these changes. More importantly we will renew' our 
understanding and deepen our appreciation of the 
Mass. 

You might w onder why it w'as necessary to 
change the prayers of the Mass. We have been 
using these prayers since the Second Vatican 
Council allowed the Mass to be celebrated in 
English in thel%0‘s. The answer is grounded in the 
renewal of the celebration of the Mass that w r as 
called for by the Vatican Council as well as the 
long tradition tliat supports our celebration of the 
Mass today. 

Pnor to the Second Vatican Council. Mass 
was celebrated in Latin For centuries the prayers 
had been prayed in Latin The bishops who 
gathered for the Vatican Coimcil in 19o2 w r anted to 
make the Mass more accessible to people 
throughout the world so tliat all of us could enter 
into the celebration more fully, more consciously 
and more actively. The ritual or structure of the 
Mass was clianged but, more notably, we w r ere 
allowed to use English (or whatever language 
people spoke) to pray the Mass, Since the Church 
liad never before translated the Latnt prayers of the 
Mass into another language, there w'ere no clear 
guidelines given for engaging this task. It was 
always understood that after praying die Mass in 
English for some years, the translation would be 
reviewed. About eight years ago die bishops of die 
English speaking countries began working on a new 
translation. They were aided by new translation 
guidelmes The fruit of their labor is the new 
translation of the Roman Missal that w r e will begin 
using on die first Sunday of Advent, 2011. 


In creating tliis new translation, the bishops 
of tlie English speaking world wanted to more 
accurately translate the original Latin prayers 
These prayers are rich with theology and scriptural 
references They reflect the best of our faith 
practice and beliefs, The desire of those who 
worked on tliis project was to capture anew' file 
richness of our tradition while at the same time 
creating a text tliat was understood in die English 
language. It will take us many years as W'e pray 
these prayers, to discover the richness of the 
theology and meaning they contain. It will take 
some time before the new words we will begin 
praying just before Christmas next year, will be as 
tannliar and comfortable as file prayers we have 
used for almost fifty years However in time, as the 
new prayers of file Mass become familiar, their 
richness of file new translation will enhance our 
prayer and celebration.

It is important to note die Mass structure, that is the ntual will not change. What we have done 
for the past fifty years, we will continue to do. What will change are die texts of the Mass prayers for 
the people and the priest. Some of the prayers the congregation prays together will be substantially 
changed, like the Gloria and die Creed. Otiiers will have minor changes of a word or two, and some 
prayers will remain the same. The prayers the pnest prays with and for the people as well as the 
prayers he prays quiedy will change. 

Throughout the course of this coming year there will be many opportunities to reflect on and 
explore the meaning of die Mass. There will be items to read in the bulletin and opportunities for 
small group reflection and discussion. Priests will give homilies on die meaning and purpose of 
various aspects of die Mass. As we move closer to the time we begin using this new translation, the 
changes in die Mass prayers will be explained in parish gatherings, through die bulletin and in die 
priests' homilies. It is possible now to look at the new translation of the parts of the Mass the people 
pray by going to die United States Cadiolic Conference of Bishop’s website ( http://www.t4sccb.org/

As we spend this next year renewing our celebration of the Mass and preparing for the new 
translation of die prayers of the Mass, we take the hope and the peace of the Christmas season with us. 
We pray this renewal of our Mass wall deepen our relationship with die Lord and his Church, rekindle 
our hope in his ever renewing presence, and truly bring about a renewal in our broken and fragile 
world.
